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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



1 . \ A hanger for bags, said hanger comprising: 

a card body having at least one recess, said card body defining one 
side with a p&Hi^n of said one side defining a fastening surface; 

at leasNtne holding strip, said holding strip cooperating with said card 
body to define a gap between the holding strip and the card body at times when the 
holding strip is located adjafe^nt to the card body; and 

at least one film hingb^each film hinge corresponding to a respective 
one of each of said holding strips anq^Riyotally connecting the corresponding holding 
strip to the one side of said card body, e&qh of said holding strips cooperating with 
said card body at times when said holding stqp is pivoted adjacent to said card body 
~J to define a gap between the holding strip and the card body such that the bag is 

maintained in the gap between the holding strip ai^ the fastening surface of the card 
body. 
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p / 2. The hanger of Claim 1 wherein the hanger further includes a means for 
i*£ latching the holding strip in a closed position adjacent to the card body. 



3. The hanger of Claim 2 wherein the means for latching the holding strip 
releasably latches the holding strip to the fastening surface of the card body. 

4. The hanger of Claim 2: wherein the means for latching the holding strip 
permanently latches the holding strip to the fastening surface of the card body. 

5. The hanger of Claim 2 wherein said card body further includes a side edge 
and wherein the means for latching engages the side edge of the card body. 

6. The hanger of Claim 1 wherein said card body has a major edge and a minor 
edge and where said holding strip is oriented substantially parallel to the major edge 
of said card body. 

7. The hanger of Claim 1 wherein said card body has a major edge and a minor 
edge and wherein said holding strip is oriented substantially parallel to the minor 
edge of said card body.

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9. \ The hanger of Claim 8 wherein the latch means comprises mandrels that are 
connected to the holding strip. 

10. Tnte hanger of Claim 8 wherein the latch means comprises mandrels that are 
connected Tto the card body. 

11. The hamper of Claim 1 wherein the bag that is maintained in the hanger 
includes a closure bead along the opening of the bag, said card body and said 
holding strip furtheNcooperating to define a transverse cavity that receives the 
closure bead of the d^q at times when the bag is maintained in the hanger. 

12. The hanger of Claiha 1 wherein the bag that is received in the hanger includes 
a closure bead along the ofWiing of the bag, said card body and said holding strip 
further cooperating to define a^ransverse open slot that receives the closure bead of 
the bag at times when the bag is\[riaintained in the hanger. 

13. The hanger of Claim 1 1 wherein the surface of the card body defines a 
transverse groove that cooperates with the holding strip to form the transverse 
cavity. 

14. The hanger of Claim 1 1 wherein the surface of the holding strip defines a 
transverse groove that cooperates with the card body to form the transverse cavity. 

15. The hanger of Claim 1 wherein said film hinge is oriented in a substantially 
vertical position. 

16. The hanger of Claim 1 wherein said film hinge is oriented in a substantially 
horizontal position.
